In it one got a picture of the 
loneliness of judges who, once 
they take what is one of the most 
solemn of oaths, must withdraw 
from much of life. They also must 
seal their lips insofar as any com- 
ment on politics or public con- 
troversy is concerned. 


Only in their decisions may they 
reveal some of their repressed 
emotions. And then they can do 
so only in the calm judicial 
phrases which explain their de- 
cisions. 


Since the 1954 United States 
Supreme Court decision a great 
many persons have wondered if 
justices of state supreme courts 
as well as members of the federal 
judiciary were not sickened by all 
the deliberate deception of a dis- 
turbed, confused people who, in 
great majority, strongly opposed 
and dissented from the Supreme 
Court’s constitutional interpreta- 
tion of the 14th Amendment. 


They had to remain silent while 
men who knew better shouted that 
states’ rights were superior to the 
federal. They could say nothing 
while the utter nonsense of ‘’in- 
terposition’’ was preached by men 
who argued a state could inter- 
pose its authority between the 
court and the federal government. 


The Judges 


State Supreme Court fustices | 
and federal judges were mute 
while self-proclaimed authorities 
on the Constitution heatedly de- 
nounced the court and told a hope- 
ful people, desperately seeking 


her hard enough to have killed 


an escape, that the court was 
wrong and had acted unconstitu- | 
tionally. 


One felt a certain sympathy for | 
the political leader who knew bet- 
ter, but who needed time to save | 
face and somehow manage to tell | 
the people the truth. 


Many did so manage. They did | 
let the people know that the Su- | 
preme Court decision was an es- | 
tablished fact and would not be | 
reversed. They attacked the de- 
cision, bitterly and angrily, as 
they had every right to do. But 
they didn’t lie to the people about | 
the primacy of the courts and 
law. / 


Then there were the smearers | 
and the extremists who spoke of | 
the President and the court and | 
all who told the truth in terms 
most vulgar and foul. 


Through all of this there was a 
silence by the justices of the 
higher courts, state and federal. 
It had to be. And that silence 
will, of course, continue. 


Between the Lines 


But now and then in court de- 
cisions one can read between the 
lines. In the Georgia decision the 
court announced it was, of course, 
bound by the Supreme Court, as 
are all other courts, state and 
federal. It noted that state legis- 
latures had themselves admitted 
the fact the United States Su- 
preme Court ruling constitutes the 
law on the question by passing 
laws seeking to meet the prob- 
lems created by the decision. 


The court then said that racial- 
ly segregated schools violated the 
14th Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 


There followed the historic fea- 
ture, which has not appeared in 
any previous one. It seems in- 
escapably a plea to leadership 
not further to deceive the people. 
The court said of its decision: 


“To make any other ruling 
would only add to the confusion 
which already exists in the minds 
of so many of our good citizens, 
and to build up in the breasts of 
our citizens hopes of escape which 
would soon be torn to shreds by 
rulings of our appellate courts on 
review. This court feels that any 
such ruling could accomplish no 
good, but only cause irreparable 
harm to our state and her people.”’ 


The deceptions and smearings 
of the past have already done 
great and lasting harm. One does 
not blame the people. They looked 
to their leaders. That was proper. 


But surely, from now on, 
whether that leadership deter- 
mines to abolish its school sys- 
tem entirely, or to permit local 
decisions, it will tell the peopie

Atlanta detectives arrested an amateur boxing 
champion Sunday night in the death of his pretty 18-

“I don’t see how I could have hit her hard enough 
to have killed her,” Lamar Leon Mitchell, 24, was 
quoted by homicide Detectives J. F. Inman and W. B. 


Blackwell. 


The former Golden Gloves 
Southern heavyweight champion 
was arrested in the emergency 
clinic of Crawford W. Long Hos- 
pital, where minutes earlier two 
doctors pronounced Nancy Mit- 
chell dead. 


Mrs. Mitchell’s chin and cheek 
were bruised. The arresting detec- 
tives said Mitchell told them he 
hit her during a quarrel. 


“She said something to me,” 
detectives quoted Mitchell, ‘‘that 
I didn’t like and I slapped her. 
I had slapped and played around 
with her on other occasions, but 
I don’t see how I could have hit 


her.”’ 


AUTOPSY ORDERED

establish the specific cause of 
Mrs. Mitchell’s death.

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State Given Time 
To Make a Choice 


Judge Frank A. Hooper of U.S. Dis- 
trict Court this week is expected to issue 
to the Atlanta Board of Education an 
injunction against maintaining a segre- 
gated school system. At the same time 
he is expected to give the board a “rea- 
sonable period” in which to comply. 


This is interpreted to mean that the 
public schools will remain open for the 
1959-60 term. 

That will give both the city and state 
time to plan and think. If maintaining a 
segregated system in Atlanta is in vio- 
lation of the Fourteenth Amendment, cer- 
tainly the same applies to any other city 
or county in the state. Ultimately, of 
course, this is not merely an Atlanta 
decision. 

Judge Hooper’s order reveals the dis- 
cretionary power granted local district 
judges in the 1954 U.S. Supreme Court 
decision. The judge can grant a reason- 
able time even though five years have 
passed since the original decision. He 
can ask for a plan and either approve or 
reject it and call for another try. 


There is no need for hysteria. There 
is even less for inflammatory remarks 
and wild accusations. The state is up 
against a fact such as Virginia recently 
had to face. The General Assembly can 
grant local communities or their school 
boards the right to decide whether they 
wish to retain public education through 
use of a pupil placement law or to abol- 
ish their schools. 

The state can, of course, refuse to 
allow the people to have any voice what- 
ever and in time shut the doors of all 
schools, including the university system. 


A school placement law, such as has 
kept schools open in Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Virginia, Kentucky and Texas, 
enables schools even in areas with heavy 
Negro population to screen applicants 
and control desegregation, keeping it to 
a minimum. 

It is not and has never been a matter 
of being “for” integration. It is unfor- 
tunate some have chosen to make it so. 
It is a choice between retaining public 
schools or closing them. Our stand has 
been and is for giving the children and 
the young men and women of this state 
as good an education as those of other 
states. 

It is a period of great emotional ex- 
citement. Certainly the overwhelming 
majority of the people still oppose the 
1954 decision and all subsequent ones 
related to it. But we are against a fact 
and a choice—public education or none. 

Judge Hooper has tried to point the 
way. He is giving us a “reasonable time” 
to think and make up our minds.

F uture Looks Brighter 
For the Mentally Ill 


Dr. John H. Venable, after several 
weeks as director of the Milledgeville 
State Hospital for the State Health De- 
partment, has corroborated the shocking 
administrative conditions previously 
brought out by The Constitution and the 
Schaefer committee of the Medical Assn. 
of Georgia. 

In a report to Gov. Vandiver’s new 
Advisory Committee on Mental Insti- 
tutions Friday, Dr. Venable said he be- 
lieves that several hundred thousand 
dollars a year can be saved at the in- 
stitution by reducing the “leakage” of 
materials and equipment there. He says 
he has heard estimates of the volume of 
goods disappearing which would “curl 
your hair.” 

Incredible, you say? No more so than 
has been revealed in department after 
department of state government in the 
past few months! This merry ride at 
the expense of the mentally ill is about 
the worst of all. 

It is highly encouraging that so much 
progress has been made in straightening 
out the immediate administrative prob- 
lems. Nineteen out of 24 of the specific 
recommendations made by the doctors’ 
committee, says Dr. Venable, have been 
fully or partly carried out. Stronger in- 
ternal controls are being effected and 
other chaotic conditions corrected. 


Many of the other recommendations 
for improvement of patient care at the 
hospital will require additional funds. 
While some of the expenditures un- 
doubtedly will result in long-range sav- 
ings, untangling the whole problem of 
mental illness and its treatment will re- 
quire initial investments of more money. 
The Health Department will request 
$1,400,000 in additional funds in the next 
fiscal year. If there’s any way they can 
be found, the state will have made a 
splendid beginning in correcting this 
shameful mess. 

Meanwhile, the advisory committee 
has chosen Dr. William Rottersman, At- 
lanta psychiatrist who helped organize 
the nation’s best program in Kansas, as 
chairman. The governor has assured the 
group he will depend upon it for guid- 
ance in long-range planning. He could 
not have made ’a wiser decision. 

Gov. Vandiver deserves hearty com- 
mendations for his most constructive ap- 
proach and for his willingness to do 
whatever can be done to improve our 
mental program. He has replaced tem- 
porizing with action. All Georgia will 
benefit and is grateful.

It would be interesting to find out 
just what Comp. Gen. Zack Cravey’s 
definition is of unethical conduct.

Mr. Cravey, protesting all the while 
that he had done nothing wrong, had the 
privilege Friday of seconding the mo- 
tion to a resolution calling his actions 
in connection with a $530,000 Employes’

cal.” The Georgia Industrial Adminis- 
tration, of which he is a member, just 
went ahead and adopted it. 

The comptroller general called it just 
“politics.” He said Gov. Vandiver said 
he was guilty of no wrongdoing. The 
governor did say the matter deserved 
further investigation and that Mr. Cravey 
was “unwise, imprudent and indiscreet.” 
Whether this description constitutes un- 
ethical conduct, we leave to the people. 

As for “politics,” Mr. Cravey’s re- 
treat behind this old dodge won't fool 
anybody. Politics has proved a mighty 
profitable thing for Mr. Cravey, his kin 
and some others privileged to share his 
blessings. 

Meanwhile, few will disagree with 
the board’s idea of what’s “highly un- 
ethical.” In fact, they were quite gen- 
erous with language.

What about it any way, this 
black skull cap with square lid 
and tassel which has become 
the symbol of academic achieve- 
ment? 


Well, it seems it started out 
centuries ago as the biretta, a 
little round cap worn by the 
priesthood. Then the cap ac- 
quired a square shape and three 
projections above the crown. 
Rank was indicated by color — 
white for the pope, red for the 
cardinal, purple for the bishop 
and black for the clergy. 


With time, the biretta came to 
symbolize official position and 
dignity. By the 16th Century it be- 
came the baret and signified 
people of substance. By the 17th 
Century for most people it had 
become the hat with the brim 
which is standard men’s wear 
with men who wear hats. 


The ‘“‘barett’” was the official 
headgear of Lutheran clergymen. 
The “barrette’ is that for the 
French judges and lawyers. The 
English jurist, too, is dignified 
by a black cap. The “‘beret” (ba- 
ray) is specifically the round, 
flat visorless cap worn first by 
Basque peasants. 

We Americans have adapted 
the original Italian biretta as the 
academic cap by adding the 
square lid and by calling it, col- 
loquially, the mortar board, be- 
cause the lid looks like the small 
square board for holding mortar. 

Credit goes to Vincent Lawson 
of the Atlanta Public Library ref- 
erence staff for looking up all 
that data.

Ike Seeks Pledge 
From Khrushchev 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower finally 
has cut through all the tedious rhetoric and 
propaganda of the foreign ministers’ meeting at

Geneva and stated his guiding principle for negotiating with Sov iet 
Premier Khrushchev on the future of Germany. His principle is that, 
until Germany is finally reunified by negotiation, the negotiations 
must proceed in good faith without any more threats against West- 
ern rights in West Berlin or Western access to West Berlin. 


Put another way, he is asking 
Khrushchev to agree that the four 
major powers that defeated Ger- 
many — the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Britain and France 
~—have a legal right to be in Ber- 
lin and an obligation to negotiate 
a peaceful settlement of the Ger- 
man problem, but that no one of 
them has the right to change the 
present situation by itself or to 
threaten to do so pending the re- 
unification of Germany. 


This helps clarify the contro- 
versy in Geneva, not only for the 
Soviets but for the allies. 


The British, for example, were 
originally willing to go to. the 
summit if Khrushchev would 
merely agree to leave the Berlin 
situation unchanged until after 
the four heads of government 
could meet. + as 

It was the French foreign min- 
ister, Maurice Couve de Murville, 
who was first to point out that 
such an agreement would leave 
Khrushchev free to change the 
situation on his own if he did not 
get what he wanted at the sum- 
mit. Thus, said Couve de Mur- 
ville, Presidents Eisenhower and 
De Gaulle and Prime Minister 
Macmillan would actually be talk- 
ing at the summit under an im- 
plied threat. 

The British foreign minister, 
Selwyn Lloyd, then made a new 
proposal. To avoid the objection 
= by the French Pony: min- 


Khrushchev be asked to commit 
himself in advance to do nothing 
to change the present situation 
pending the completion of the sec- 
ond summit conference. 

Secretary of. State Herter and 
Couve de Murville objected that 
this merely postponed the possi- 
bility of blackmail by Khrushchev 
for another year, and since there 
was little likelihood of the reuni- 
fication of Germany in that time, 
they insisted that the commit- 
ment to defend the status quo 
must .be pushed back even fur- 
ther. 

The administration is not think- 
ing of drawing up an elaborate 
document that Khrushchev must 
sign before President Fisenhower 
agrees to a summit meeting. It is 
merely hoping that Khrushchev 
will. approve a Geneva foreign 
ministers’ communique that will 
say that the four ministers agree 
to the principle of the ultimate 
reunification of Berlin, that they 
recommend negotiations by the 
heads of government on this sub- 
ject and that they agree to the 
principle of maintaining the 
status quo free of threats until a 

and negotiated settle- 
ment of the German question can 
be achieved. 

This would not be much. It 
would, however, end the game of 
charades in Geneva.

WASHING TON—One of the most 
ambitious projects ever under- 
taken to study the energy and ori- 
gin of the mysterious cosmic rays 
which bombard the earth is now 
being planned by the Navy and 
the National Science Foundation. 

This winter, according to plans 
being developed, two of the larg- 
est balloons ever launched will 
float high over the Pacific Ocean, 
carrying hundreds of pounds of 
photographic plates to “‘capture’’ 
the cosmic rays as they race 
toward earth at speeds approach- 
ing that of light. 


From these cosmic ray pictures

Prospects are brighter this year than they’ve been since 1947 
for Atlanta to lay claim to the coveted Warren G. Harding Trophy, 
symbolic of a team victory in the USGA national public links golf 
championship. 


This optimistic view was voiced Sunday by 
J. D. (Jake) Croxton, sectional chairman for pub- 
lic links affairs in the USGA, after scanning the 
list of 49 entries for Atlanta qualifying for berths 
in the national tournament scheduled for Denver, 
Colo., in mid-July. 


“This is the finest entry list I've seen in many 
years here and I think our team of three low 
qualifiers will be even stronger than the boys who 
won it in 1947,” Croxton said. 


He recalled the three players—Wilfred Cross- 
ley, Charlie Barnes and Walter Browne—won the 
Harding cup 12 years ago, but since, Atlanta 
hasn’t done much to warrant headlines.

Crossley, who led the Atlanta team with a 36-hole score of 139 
that won the tourney medal, went on to capture the national title 
by beating Avery Beck of Raleigh, N.C., on 38 holes at Minneapolis. 
Browne added 143 and Barnes 149 for a 36-hole grand total of 431, 
nine strokes better than gecond place St. Paul. 


Biggest surprise is the entry of Gene Dahlbender Jr., who will 
be qualifying for the first time in the publinx as a member of the 
Adams Park Golf Club. 


Bobby Lemming, winner of the recent Bing Crosby Trophy and 
one-time Pee Wee national champion, is another highly regarded 
entry. Lemming has been shooting sensational golf in recent weeks. 
Croxton played Lemming in an early round of the Crosby meet and 
shot a front nine 35 only to be one down as Lemming carded two 
birds and seven pars, then in the finals he fired a fine back nine 
33 at College Park Golf Course in beating Raymond Smith 4 and 3 
for the title. 


Gene Hay, Dave Morris, Bob Allen, Jim Folden, Alvin Ellis, 
Bill Hardigree and Lefty Jack Butler are among the other outstand- 
ing golfers who will be shooting for one of the Denver berths. 
Croxton said he expected Atlanta would be given three places. 


Morris, Adams Park Golf Association president, was defending 
champion in the Crosby tourney this year; Butler is a former 
national lefthanders tournament finalist, while Ellis has qualified 
for the national publinx more than once.

made. If there is a history of at- 
tacks of gall bladder colic and 
the test is still doubtful after the 
second examination, it is well to 
wait for a while and have the test 
repeated. 


If after a doubtful test the oper- 
ation is done and no stones are 
found, it is probably not a case of 
the stones having disappeared but 
it is more likely that they were 
never there. 


We have no evidence that 
stones are ever dissolved in the 
bile in which they are formed. 
Except for the very rare possi- 
bility that small gall stones may 
be squeezed out safely into the 
small intestine through the com- 
mon duct, stones do not disap- 
pear as we would like them to 
unless the skill of the surgeon 
is used to remove them. 


However, just to be sure that 
the surgeon will find what he is 
expected to find if some time has 
elapsed from the time when the 
diagnostic examination was made 
until the operation, it is always a 
good idea to check with another 
examination.

Emory’s Dr. Bryan 


Gets Alumni Award 


Dr. Paul E. Bryan, Emory 
University emeritus professor of 
law, is recipient of the Emory 
Alumai Assn.’s award of honor. 


Dr. Bryan, an authority on 
constitutional law, served on the 
Emory law faculty from 1910 
until his retirement in 1953. He 
now makes his home at 3336 
Trevan Rd., Pasadena, Calif.

Dam-Raising Work 
Due for July Start 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


Construction to raise the Morgan Falls Dam, the 
first re-regulation project on the Chattahoochee River 
betwen Atlanta and Buford Dam, will be started about 
July 15 and completed next spring.

Mayor Hartsfield and Jack Mc- 
Donough, president of the Georgia 
Power Co., said bid§ already are 
out on the improvement, de- 
signed to further assure Atlanta 
of adequate water supply and to 
provide water for improved sew- 
erage treatment. 


The project will entail $1 mil- 
lion, with the city and the power 
company sharing the cost. 


It will raise the level of water 
at Morgan Falls eight feet, pro- 
viding an impounding lake of 700 
acres which can be drained off 
when water is needed. At pres- 
ent the water released from Bu- 
ford flows by the city and thus 
is lost. 


Morgan Falls is 16 miles from 
Atlanta. The new lake will back 
up just beyond the Roswell 
bridge, and in addition to pro- 
viding another source of constant 
water supply for Atlanta will also 
improve the water supply for 
Plant Atkinson, operated at Mor- 
gan Falls by the power company. 


Hartsfield said release of wa- 
ter impounded by the raised dam 
will relieve sewage contamina- 
tion downstream and may im- 
prove fishing. He said the huge 
new lake will place a popular 
fishing hole ‘“‘virtually at the 
back door of every Atlantan.” 


Wiedman & Singleton, consult- 
ants, represent Atlanta in the 
agreement. 


Hartsfield stressed that another 
re-regulation dam can be built 
between Atlanta and the Buford 
dam, thus further adding to the 
constancy of the water supply. 


“Properly re-regulated, the flow 
from Buford dam can provide an 
adequate water supply to main- 
tain a population of four million 
in the Atlanta metropolitan 
area,”’ the mayor said. ‘We are 
preparing for a big city, and 
when we arrive, water will be 
no problem.”’

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If I go and and get gobby fat, as appears im- 
minent, you can blame it on a great big public- 
spirited heart instead of a greedy nature. Every- 
body I know who wants to raise money for the 
poor and needy or world missions brings out a 
cook book nowadays—and maybe you can read 
recipes without being seized by raging pangs of 
hunger but I can’t. 


It’s not that I always try out the recipes, al- 
though they’re often so tempting the only thing 
that saves me is that moment of reckoning at the 
@rocery check stand. (Do you have your food 
checker trained so she automatically asks: 
“Which items do you want to put back today?’’) 


But even if I don’t go hurtling to the grocery 
store and then embark on a beating and creaming 
spree in the kitchen, I still eat. How can you 
contemplate a recipte for strawberry trifle for 
instance, or say a_ serves-16-to-18 recipe for 
Huguenot torte and then go out and have a limp 
piece of lettuce and a glass of tomato juice for 
lunch? 

So let’s all get pleasantly cushiony, I say, 
because usually it’s in a good cause. 

For instance, the latest cook book to set me off 
is one which a group of business women at the 
Peachtree Christian Church have brought out. 
(The group gets 50 cents on each book sold by a 
member—the profits to go to some phase of the 
church world mission program.) This book is 
right expensive ($2.95) for a looseleaf type, paper- 
back job. But it is fairy special in that it presents 
the whole meal plan, documented with recipes, 
and most of them are old Southern favorites. So 
if you have a bride on your list who doesn’t 
know what to serve with eggs benedict, here’s a 
gift for her. 

Polly Veasey, one of the compilers and a mem- 
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ber of the church group plugging this volume, 
which incidentally is called, ‘“‘What’s Your 
Menu?” points out that it has recipes from the 
First Lady of the Land, Mrs. Eisenhower, and 
from Senator Russell. 


Mrs. Ejisenhower’s recipe is for something 
called “frosted mint delight’ but I wouldn’t 
allow myself to even read it through. (Seems to 
run heavily to crushed pineapple and whipped 
cream. I don’t know if it’s the cause or effect 
of those expensive trips to Main Chance.) 


Senator Russell, writing in a section reserved 
for bachelors, has something also pineapply—ham 
rings. Large numbers of southern hostesses have 
contributed their favorite recipes, not claiming 
anything for originality but commending them as 
simply superb ways of making all that trouble in 
the kitchen worthwhile. 


There are breakfast, luncheon and dinner 
menus, plans for the host who hasn't a butler, 
stuff you can cook and serve outdoors, canapes 
and hors d’oeuvres ahd then a whole luscious sec- 
tion of cakes and candies and desserts. 


To set the tone for this volume the girls, Polly 
Veasey and Adine Loftis O’Hara, use a bit of 
verse from Oliver Wendell Holmes: 


“Among the great whom Heaven has made 
to shine, 

How few have learned the art of arts,—to 
dine!

“No, none of the patients is a 
relative of ours, they are just 
some people whom we like to 
help. The real project of these 
weekly gatherings is social for 
it gives the people an oppor- 
tunity to get together for sev- 
eral hours to chat and to gener- 
ally have a good time.”

chairs and from then on the 
volunteers take over. 


Many of the visitors have no 
use whatsoever of their legs, 
hands and arms. One woman, a 
devotee of scrabble, plays by 
proxy.

Few of the visitors can get out 
of their chairs and it is these 
whom the volunteers aid physi- 
cally. The main targets of mul- 
tiple sclerosis are young adults 
particularly those in the 20-to-40 
age group. 

“Tt is no respecter of sex, oc- 
cupation or race,’’ said Robert 
M. Clark Jr., state director of 
the National Society. “Athletes, 
students, mothers, fathers, la- 
borers, professionals, people 
from all walks of life are num- 
bered among its victims. There 
are approximately 500 victims 
in this area. Both patients and 
their families suffer when MS 
strikes. Fathers can no longer 
earn a living. Mothers must go 
out to work when they are 
needed at home.” 


The victims, mentioned here, 
as well as those who are bed- 
ridden and totally disabled, will 
reap benefits of the current 
drive for volunteer contributions 
to the Hope Chest fund.

Cantaloupe, White Grapes, Strawberries and Cheese Combine Temptingly 


Low Calorie Count tor Cantaloupe 
Makes It a Favorite Summer Dish

First it was strawberries that 


spring introduced, then came 
the red cherries and white 
grapes. Now there are water- 
melons and especially canta- 
loupes. And so the subject of 


the today’s luncheon comes to 
light. The delectable, sweet, 
fragrant cantaloupe, which by 
the way has only 37 calories per 
half! 


As a main course for a ladies 
luncheon cantaloupe is perfect 
as the container for a fruit 
salad. Since this particular fruit 
is so versatile it may be used 
in the salad course or even as 
an appetizer or certainly as a 
dessert. As any part of the meal 
it will be a joy to the weight 
watcher. 


Cantaloupe is now coming to 
market by the truckload from 
south of here. When you shop 
for it, look for some of these 
signs of a fine melon: Bold, 
well-defined netting is one mark 
of a cantaloupe that’s a credit 
to the vine that bore it. The 
more sharply the netting stands 
out, the better the flavor, say 
the experts. 


The rind behind the netting 
will have lightened to a greyish 
or yellow tinge. If it’s really 
ready to eat, it will feel springy 
when general slight pressure is 
applied. The scar at the stem 
end should be slightly calloused 
and sunken, showing that the 
melon was ripe enough to part 
easily from the stem. For im- 
mediate eating, it should have 
the fragrance of ripeness. It’s 
smart to pick out a few firm 
melons for future enjoyment 
and let them ripen at room 
temperature. 


Though watermelons and 
honeydew melons are improved 
by intense chilling, the canta- 
loupe is more delightful if served 
only moderately cold. It loses 
some of its flavor if chilled too 
greatly.

Few Tips 
In Synthetic 


Q. Can you give me any sug- 
gestions as to which are the 
best of the dozens and dozens 
of blends in synthetic fibers 
that are on the market these 
days? I get really confused at 
times and don’t know what to 


choose when I want te buy 
something. 


A. This is a question it’s im- 
possible to answer fully in my 
limited space, but I can give 
you a few guides that I hope 
will help you in your shopping. 
The first general rule to re- 
member is that if you want to 
get all the benefits offered by 
the new synthetics, be sure the 
fabric contains major percent- 
ages of them. To give you 
some specific examples: If you 
want a garment in one of the 
popular fabrics of “Dacron” 
polyester fiber and _ cotton, 
choose a fabric containing at 
least 65 per cent “‘Dacron’”’ for 
top performance in wrinkle re- 
sistance, washability, etc. A 
jersey of “‘Orlon”’ acrylic fiber 
and wool needs to have 80 per 
cent or more of the man-made 
fiber. Other minimum blend lev-

5. WORK HABITS: Is he ac- 
curate, thorough? Does he have 
initiative, patience and perse- 
verance? Is he punctual? Does 
he see a larger perspective than 
just his own job? 


6. INTEREST: Is he enthusi- 
astic about his work? 


Q. I see a sign in a real 
estate office that reads ‘‘notary 
public.” How did the person 
who is the notary public get 
to be one?

A. Laws on notaries public 
vary from one state to another, 
but that person probably had 
to be of legal age and a resi- 
dent of your state. He also had 
to file an application with the 
state, and probably pay a fee. 
The highest fee charged by 
any state is $25. Some states 
charge none.

Is Problem 


Of Mother

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

Recently I read your advice 
to a teenage girl concerning 
braces for her teeth. I do hope 
you can help me, I certainly 
will appreciate it, I have a 12- 
year-old son who is badly in 
need of braces for his teeth, ac- 
cording to an orthodontist we 
consulted recently. I want to do 
what is best for my boy but the 
doctor’s charge of $750 com- 
pletely staggered me! 

I live on a moderate income 
and budget my money down to 
the last dollar. What worries 
me most is, if I do go into debt 
for this, will the braces cause 
the teeth they are attached to, 
to decay? This makes me won- 
der if the time (three years) and 
money would be a complete 


waste. Please advise me what 
to do. I would not want my 
son to feel that, at any time, I 
failed to do all I could do for 
him. 

Our son, and the majority of 
his friends, wore braces for two 
or three years. Out of the 10 or 
12 youngsters I knew personally, 
not one had any trouble with 
their teeth because of the 
braces. Of course, a lot dépends 
on the skill of the doctor so if 
I were in your place I would 
ask your own dentist who he 
would recommend and consult 
more than one orthodontist. The 
cost is heavy but is worth every 
bit of it if the work is well 
done. 


Whenever I am being helped 
into my coat by a boy I get all 
tangled up in it and embarrass 
both of us. Is there any way to 
do it gracefully? I mean one 
that really works? Thank you. 

The first thing to do is relax 
so the boy’s efforts to be po- 
lite won't be turned into a 
wrestling match. If he is stand- 
ing in back of you holding your 
coat, and you are not sure of 
the position of the coat, look 
back; lecate the sleeve open- 
ings and slip first one arm and 
then the other into the coat 
sleeves. 


Sometimes it may be the 
boy’s fault that you get all “tan- 
gled up’’—he may hold the coat 
in an awkward position. It 
should be held open, the inside 
toward you and the shoulders 
of the coat should be held on 
the same level as your own 
shoulders.
